The local freight rate question on the 
C. & E. railway is a serious proposition 
and debars Edmonton, as a wholesale 
distributing centre from developing its 
trade, and this matter is tow under 
corres: ce with the general traf- 
fic manager of ihe C. P. ‘R. at Winni- 
peg. 

Our board thinks that it is only ne- 
cessary to make this brief statement 
as it has no doubt that at every point 
you have visited you will have found 
ithe same cause for complaint, namely; 
excessive passenger rates from 1 
Canadian provinces, heavy inward 
freight on all our necessary commod- 
ities and excessive freight on all we 
have toship. Another serious grievance 
is the non-delivery of mails such as 
was the case of Edmonton when this 
summer we were without any mail on 
whole C. & E. railway for 12 days, al- 
though the Dominion government is 
paying said railway $80,000 per annum 
as subsidy for carrying the mail.

T. W. Lines was called on and desir- 
ed to emphasize the remarks contained 
in the statement read regarding rates 
to the Pacific coast as compared with 
those to Fort Wiiliam. We were pay- 
ing 35c to the coast and 30c to Fort 
William, nearly twice the distance. 
He also spoke of the refusal of the C. P. 
R. to granc Edmonton a distributiag 
rate, as had been given Calgary. Some 
years ago Calgary had been given a 
trader's rate 15 per cent below the reg. 
ular rate. Recently they bad been giv- 
en a distributing rate of 25 per cent. 
With that rate they could compete 
with Edmonton dealers as far north 
as Leduc. 


A. B. Campbell complained of the 
local rates on flour given the Edmon- 
ton mills as compared with the rates 
given Winnipeg wilis. Winnipeg mills 
were given a rate of d8c per 100 on 
flour to Edmouton, 1050 miles, while 
Ecdmonion mills were charged 20c to 
Olds, 140 miles, and 24 to Calgary, 
200 miles. In less than car lots the 
rate to Olds was 38. He considered 
ithe difference between car lot and less 
than car lots tco great. 

¥. T. Fisher complained of the lack 
of distributing rates such as had been 
given Calgary as a hardship. Edmon- 
ton merchanis had already paid 
freight once over the road aiid they 
were refused a reduced rate to send 
such goous part of the way hack; while 
Calgary merchants who had, orly paid 
the freight to Calgary were given the 
reduced rate tosend it ou.

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RAILWAY RATES ENQUIRY. 

S J. McLean, commissioner appoiat- 
ed by the Dominion government fo 
enquire into the question of railway 
rate grievances, opened his Edmon- 
ton sittings in the town ceuncil cham- 
ber on Tuesday forenoor at 10:30. H. 
F. McNaughton, is secretary of the 
cowmissicn. The Edmonton board of 
trade was represented by the presi- 
dent, J. H. Gariepy, and the secretary, 
F. Fraser “Tims. The Strathcona 


board of trade was represented by J. 
H. McDonald, of the EF laindealer. There 
were present, W. Johnstone Walker, 
T. W. Lines, of Brackman-Ker, A. 
B. Campbell, of the Dowling Mi!ling 
Go. F. T. Fisber, of the H. B. Co., J: 8. 
Willmott, of the Merchants Back, J. 
T. Blowey, W. T. Henry and F. Oliver, 
M. P. x =. 

Mr. Gariepy, president, of the Ed- 
montor board of trade, opened the 
proceedings hy welcomi~g the commis- 
sioner to Edmonton aod expressing 
the hope that; his work would bé of 
benefit to the Territvrics and to the 
country. 

The authority from the minister of 
railways under which the commission 
sat was then read by the secretary, 
and Mr. McLean said that statements 
made to him would be considered in 
cm ne’ ‘ion with preposed amendments 
to existing legislation regarding rail- 
way rates. ‘ 

F. Fraser Tims, secretary of the 
board of ‘rade, thea read the following 
statement from the board:

It is found) that 
all Canadians are discriminated 
against when it comes to buying! a 
ticket from any of the eastern pro- 
vinees in the Domiaion to the Terri- 
tories, in proportion to foreigners com- 
ing either from the United States or 
Europe. The cost of the tickets from 
ithe United States or Europe, af course 
we cannot give, as we bave not the 
different passenger schedules of rates, 
but the fact remains that it is so,.and 
we hav: no doubt that you can easily 
verity the matter. This is.a great 
detriment to the growth and welfare 
ot the Northwest Territories as a 
whole, as it really means the retarding 
ef Canadians coming and seeing and 
settling in the west, and im conse. 
quence we believe hundreds of Cana- 
dians move annually to the United 
States through lack of cheaper rates 
to the Canadian west, ‘ 

Re Freight Rates, inward: Like 
every other point in the Territories, 
Edmonton pays a very heavy inward 
treigbt on every*hiog it has to im- 
port from Ontatio, or other eastern 
provinces, in comparison with , the 
through rates given to British Colum- 
bia points, especially where any com- 
petition exists. n

GOVERNMENT WELL BORING. 


Regina Leader: We are informed by 
ihe Territorial department of public 
works ‘nat very gratifying-results are 
being obtained this year by the gov- 
ernment in connection with their well- 
boring operatious. Sometime ago re- 
ference was made in these columns 
to that portion, of the departmental 
report dealing with the subject and 
the well-boring ,machines then refer- 
red to, having sinee been rebuilt, are 
now giving very Satisfactory results, 
A munner of first class wells have been 
located in districts where hitherto 
there was a great scarcity of water.

NATIVE BROME GRASS. 
Nor’-West Farmer: Reference 
Prof. Fie+cher during his lec- 
tures in Northerm Alberta, to the na- 
tive forms of the bromus family which 
are to be found so universally distri- 
buted throughout Northern Alberta. 
One of these, the western brome grass, 
had been found for local culture equa 
ly as satisfactory as the tame species.
